WASHINGTON, April 16.—Charles M. 
Schwab, Chairman of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Bethlehem Steel Corpora- 
tion, today accepted the post of Direc- 
tor General. of th Emergency Fleet 
Corporation. He will take up his duties’ 
on Thureday, and from that time will 
devote “ail of his energies, as-an em- 
ploye of* the’ Governnient, to an effort 
to speed-up the shipbuildiné program. 

Edward N. Hurley, Chairman of the 
United States Shi) ping Board, ‘picked 
Mr. Schwab as the man who he believed 
was best equipped tu get results that 
would meet the expectations of the na- 
tion. He called Mr. Schwab here on 


an answer. The final decision was 
reached today at a conference at the 
White House attended by Bresident 
Wilson, Mr. Hurley, Mr. Schwab, Bain- 
tridge Colby; a member of the Shipping 


Board, and Charles Piez, General Man- 
anger of the Fleet Corporation. . 

As a result of the new régime Mr. 
Schwab will have practically unlimited 
powers in connection with the work of 
construction in all of the shipyards of 
the nation doing Emergency Fieet Cor- 
poration work. The Shipping Board will 
pass upon matters of policy pertaining 
to the number of ships to be built of 
wood, steel, and concrete, and the de- 
signs adopted. 


New Methods if Necessary. 


Mr. Schwab will have offices here and 
will confer and co-operate with Mr. 
Hurley and Mr. Piez, but much* of his 
time will be devoted to getting into close 
touch with the shipbuilding plants and 
seeing to it that changes are made and 
new methods adopted if they are neceés- 
gary to turn out ships in record time. 

Every assistance in carrying out ,his 
work has been promised Mr. Schwab by 
Mr. Hurley and Mr. Piez. In fact, Mr. 
Piez himself suggested that the post ‘of 
General Manager of the Fleet Corpora- 
tion, which he held, be abolished, so 
tha€ Mr. Schwab should be “ wholly un- 
hampered ”’ in his work. Mr, Piez will 
continue as Vice President of the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation. 

‘There was a distinct feeling of satis- 
faction in official circles today when 
the announcement was made that Mr. 
Hurley had induced the head of Bethle- 
hem Steel to turn his abilities solely to 
the vital work of building ships. Here 
is the official statement issued, follow- 
ing the White House conference: 

“Edward N. Hurley, Charles M. 
Schwab, Bainbridge Colby, and Charles 
Piez were received by the President at 
the White House today. It was stated 
that the subject discussed was the prog- 
ress and condition of the national ship- 
building program. The carrying for- 
ward of the construction work, in the 
120 shipyards now in operation is so 
vast, that it requires a reinforcement of 
the shipbuilding organization through- 
out the country. 

‘‘ Later in the day Chairman Hurley 
of’ the Shipping Board announced that 
a new office, with wide powers, had 
been created by’ the trustees 68f the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation. The 
new position is that of Director General, 
and Mr. Schwab has been asked and 
has agreed to accept this position in 
answer to the call of the nation.

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German Supergan Kills 13 
and Wounds 45 in Paris | 


PARIS, Wednesday, April 17.—Thir- 
teen were killed and forty-five were 
wounded in yesterday’s long-range 
bombardment of Paris. 

Shells from the long-range guns 
killed one woman and wounded one 
woman and one man in the Paris 
district Monday night, according to 
an official statement issued yester-. 
day. 

One shell damaged an electricity 

conduit in a street, while another 
demolished a garbage cart. One of 
the misstles fell on a wood-chopping 
works, but injured no one. 
The house which was struck by an 
aerial torpedo dropped from a Gotha 
airplane in a raid on Paris Friday 
has now been cleared. The body of 
an elderly widow was found and then 
portions of the limbs of a man, a wo- 
man, and a child were discovered in 
the wreckage:

PARIS, April 16.—The first authentic 
information that was allowed to tran- 
spire with reference to the revelations 
made by Bolo Pacha on the éve of his 
execution was published by the Temps 
this evening. The Temps states that 
Bolo’s revelations concern Caillaux and 
Humbert. 

Captain Bouchardon yesterday, the 
censor now allows it to be stated, spent 
several hours in Bolo’s cell at the State 
prison, .conducting the final stages of 
the investigation on behalf of the mili- 
tary authorities. 

Caillaux was taken to the condemned 
Pacha’s cell and confronted with his 
accuser. Both men were in a state of 
extreme nervous excitement, and the in- 
quiry was marked with a number of 
dramatic passages. Having the two men 
face to face, Bouchardon closely ques- 
tioned both of them as to the authen- 
ticity of- statements made bv Bolo and 
explanations and refutations put tor- 
ward by the ex-Premier. 

Bolo is reported to have aged twenty 
years in the last month, and his hair 
has turned completely white. 


Bolo Pacha was sentenced to death by 
the Paris court-martial on Feb. 14, be- 
ing found guilty on varied counts of 
having organized ‘‘defeatist’’ propa- 
ganda in France with German money, 
mainly derived through the ex-Khedive 
of Egypt and the German Ambasador 
at “Washington. 

His appeal from the sentence was re- 
jected by the Court of. Revision on 
March 12, but the sentence by shooting, 
which was to, have been executed at 
Vincennes on April 8, was postponed at 
the last moment on account of a con- 
fession made by the prisoner implicating 
others. <A _ petition for pardon made 
with the conféssion was refused by 
President Poiricaré. 

Paul Bolo, to give the man his right 
name, was poor when the.war began, a 
pensioner of his brother; Mgr. Bolo, 
a prelate of Paris. Bolo’s first appear- 
ance in international affairs was as 
financial adviser to Abbas Hilmi, then 
Khédive of Egypt, from whom he re- 
ceived the title of ‘‘ Pacha.’ 

The most conclusive evidence of Bolo’s 
treasonable activities: came from Amer- 
ica. It was shown that $1,683,000 was 
transferred ¢at the recommendation of 
Count von Bernstorff, the German Am- 
bassador at Washington, from the 
Deutsche Bank of Berlin to France by 
way of New York. It was as a result 
of the discovery of his manipulations 
of this fund through five New York 
banks that Attorney General Merton 
E. Lewis of New York State was able 
to obtain information which was for- 


warded to the French Ambassador at- 


Washington and caused Bolo’s arrest. 

According to Mr. Lewis the transfer 
of the ‘money ‘was made by wireless 
between the German’ Government and 
its Ambassador, the latter remaining in 
ignorance as to who was to receive the 
money in New York, but not as to the 
purpose for which it was destined in 
France,. principally the purchase of the 
Paris newspaper, Le Journal, for Ger- 
man propaganda.

REGRET LOSS OF BAILLEUL 


For Three Years British Troops 
Enjoyed Its Hospitality - 
Between Battles.

WAR CORRESPONDENTS’ HEAD- 
QUARTERS, April 16.—It seemed in- 
evitable after the British loss of 
Neuve Eglise that. the enemy should 
make~a quick and strong effort to: 
capture Bailleul, and this he did last 
night by putting into the battle three 
divisions of fresh assaulting troops not 
previously used, and fhus encircling} 
that city by fierce attacks on ground 
southeast and east, including the ridge 
of Le Ravetsberg and Mont de Lille. 
His troops, as I mentioned in my 
yesterday describing the 


first attacks on Bailleul, included his 
Alpine corps of Jaegers and possibly a 
Bavarian diyision and the 117th Di- 
vision. Among the men defending the 
city against these heavy forces were 
the Staffords and Notts and Derbies. 

Yesterday when I was in the coun- 
try around Bailleul the enemy’s guns 
were working up for this new attack, 
and there was a continual bombard- 
ment spreading” up to Wytschaete 
Ridge. Heavy shells were being flung 
into Bailleul itself, and the smoke of 
fires was rising like mist from small 
towns and villages ike Meteren and 
Morbecque down to Merville. 

_Foe Under Heavy Fire. 

The British guns were also pounding 
the enemy's positions and through 
that the concentrations of Germany— 
infantry, guns, transport, and cavalry 
—were moving up the roads in and 
north of Merville. -An intense shell 
fire was raging upon them, while air 
squadrons went out in the evening 
and at night and dropped large quan- 
tities of high explosives upon. this traf- 
fic of men and beasts, so that they 
must have suffered many casualties,in 
their attacks around the Ravelsburg 
spur, where all through the old Filan- 
ders fighting the British had camps 
and hutments known by heart among 
the English and New Zealand troops, 
and divisional headquarters during ac- 
tive operations. 

The enemy must have lost-severely 
again, for the British were stubborn 
in defense, and their machine gun fire 
must have been of a deadly nature 
owing to their positions along the 
railway and on the ridge; but the 
enemy advanced upon them in waves, 
striking up on both sides of Bailleul, 
so that after great resistance the lire 
was withdrawn beyond the town. 

Now for tactical reasons, apart from 
the importance of the railway line, it 
is better for the British to be out of 
Bailleul, for it threatened to become 
like Ypres in the old, bad days, when 
all traffic and transport had to pass 
between buildings falling beneath 
an atrocious shellfire, through squares 


and out by crossroads which were 
death traps. Nevertheless, it is with 
deep regret that one thinks of poor 
old Bailleul in German hands after all 
these years of association with the 
British -armies. °

‘Hatg’s report of the'loss of Bailleul 


came just at a moment when hope was 
growing strong among the general 
public that the- stubborn defense of 
the British had for the time being 
dabighs arrested the German ad- 
vance in that sector, and had given 
time for the bringing forward of re- 
serves to meet the expected renewal.of 
the German attacks. 

It was known from the dispatches 
of various correspondents at the front 
that new troops had been put into the 
line, replacing weary divisions that 
had borne the brunt of the earlier 
fighting. Consequently, the impression 
created upon the public mind has prob- 
ably been deeper than need have been 
the case. It must not be inferred that 
anything like a’panicky view has been 
created, but simply that the measure 
of disappointment felt can be gauged 
by the hopes, previously entertained 
and the unduly optimistic writings of 
some newspapers. . 

Fighting as in 1914. 

It was remarked that Mr. Balfour 

yesterday, when addressing the Amer- 


Yean visitors in. the House of Com- 


mons; spoke in very grave tones of

LONDON, April 16.—George N. Barnes, 
Labor member of the War Cabinet with- 
out portfolio, announced in the House 
of Commons today that the Government 
intended to introduce a Home Rule bill 
immediately, and would use every, pres- 
sure to pass it. 

Mr. Barnes also announced that the 
Lloyd George government would resign 


if the House of Lords refused to pass 
the new bill. - 

Premier Lioyd George, who spoke 
toward.the.close of the debate and eéx- 
pressed his confidence as_to the issues, 
said. of the measure beforé the house: 

‘It is desirable in the fhterest of the 
war that we should settle the Irish 
question and produce something like 
contentment in Fretand and good-will in 
America.”’ 

In discussing the Man-Power bill the 
Premtes. asked whether conscription in 
Ireland was to be the Government's only 
answer to the report of the most re- 
markable convention ever held in Ire- 
land. Such ah answer would be re- 
garded as unsatisfactory, not’only in 
Ireland, but in England. If there was 
trouble in Ireland arising from refusal 
to legislate after the Irish Convention 
and only conscription was offered, any 
resistance in Ireland would meet with 
sympathy here, which: would paralyze 
the effort to egforce conscription in Ire- 
land. 

The Premier referred especially to the 
attitude of the Labor Party, adding: 

“It is useless to put this bill on the 
statute book unless we intend to enforce 
it, and it is useless to try to enforce it, 
unless behind the Government there is 
a feeling that Ireland has been justly 
treated. Moreover, Ireland is not the 
only country to be considered. 


Says America Supports Bill. 


“‘As to America, the opinion reaching 
the Government is that sentiment in 
America*supports the bill, provided self- 
government is offered Ireland. It is 
vital to us at the motent that America 
is coming to our aid through the most 
remarkable decisicn ever taken by any 
executive. President Wilson's . decision 
was not without difficulty, but it was 
the only way that America could ren- 
der practical assistance in this battle. 

‘*In these circumstances America is 
entitled to expect from the British Gov- 
ernment, (though they could not ask 
any Government to carry out domestic 
legislation,) that they would smooth 
these difficylties and, at any rate, not 
increase them. I am certain nothing 
would.help more at the present juncture 
to secure the full measure. of American 
assistance than the determination of the 
British Parliament to tender to Ireland 
her.own Parliament.” 

The Premier’s. use of the - terms 
‘offer’ and ‘‘ tender’ evoked irritated 
cries from the Irish benches. \ The 
Premier continued: ° 

‘‘The honorable members are seeking 
quarrels where none are intended.’ 

Premier Lloyd George said that he 
was afraid’ it was impossible to argue 
with those who refused to believe it a 
matter for cengratulation that al- 
though an army of five million had re- 
tired from the alliance, the two or three 
hations that remained had been able to 
put up such a fight as they had until 
the great American republic came in. 

Replying to Sir Edward Carson’s 
criticisms, the Premier said that if it 
had been merely’ a matter of a year or 
two possibly no grave consequences 
would have arisen for Ireland, but what 
had happened had shown that if the 
war was prolonged a continuation’ of 
the ‘state of suspense was ‘a :matter of 
vital interest, not merely to Ireland, 
but to the Empire.

MAESTRICHT, HoHand, April 16, 
(via The Hague.)—Reports brought here 
today by Belgians from Germany saX 
all the hospitals in the district of 
Aachen had been evacuated by March 
20 to: make room for the wounded from 
the great offensive which commenced 
the next day. Since the first day of the 
drive trains have arrived continually, 
coming through Belgium on a new 
direct line built by the Germans from 
Brussels to Aachen, where the wounded 
are all inspected and then sent to vari- 
ous parts of Germany, as far south as 

Munich. 

Belgian and Dutch merchants who have 
arrived here in the last week confirm 
the reports that Germany is staking all 
on the present offensive, which is re- 
garded as the last coup. Since early in 
1916 the German people have been under- 
fed, although they get more to eat now 
than two years ago. The effect of the 
war under-nutrition has soriously un- 
dermined the constitutions. of the popyu- 
lation throughout the empire. Soldiers 
on the front line are well fed, because 
they must keep up their strength, but 
those in the rear are suffering, and 
masses of people in the cities are weak 
from lack of sufficient food. They get 
300 grammes of bread [weekly] and 
chemical substitutes for other foods, but 
they are not satisfying. 

Objective Chiefly Calais. 


A Dutch banker who recently. re- 
turned from Frankfort told me he un- 
derstood the German objective was 
chiefly Calais as part of the plan to 
crush England. The feoling in Ger- 
many against France is not nearly so 
bitter as against England, and the dif- 
ference in the treatment of French and 
British prisoners is very marked. 

In the opinion of. the banker I have 
mentioned, Germany would not keep 
up its present offensive tactics longer 
than another month; if by then it has 
failed the Government will be com- 
pelled to offer p@ace terms to the Allies. 

A German merchant who arrived here 
yesterday from Aachen said the people 
were not worried now 80 much about 
the outcome of the war as about what 
would happen after it was-.over. He said 
business men realized now: that Ger- 
many was hated by nearly all the na- 
tions of ‘the’ earth, and that unless: 
some’ was done to alleviate the 
feeling. an economic war would ensue 
which would.injure and retard her com- 
merce -for several years. He was posi- 
tive in his belief that the war would not 
last much longer.

Paris Experts Cannot Tell How 


Many Are Attacking Haig.

The chief theatre of the battle in Armentiéres salient yesterday was Messines Ridge ar.d the nine-mile line extend- 
ing to\the southwest from Wytschaete to Meteren, just west of Bailleul.

Monday evening after the fall of the heights lying between that city and Neuve Eglise. 

The latest phase of the battle is a struggle for the high ground, of which the British still hold a part on the slopes 
of Messines Ridge, (although yesterday they lost Spanbroekmolen, the highest point of the ridge,) and Kemmel, the loft- 
jest eminer.ce of the region, and the group of hills to the west of it.

Yesterday’s fighting was the most 
profitable the Germans have had dur- 
ing the last week. To summarize the 
German advance, they captured Bailleul, 
Wulverghem, Wytschaete and, afr- 
parently, most of the famous Messines 
ridge. 

To take these up in the order in which 
they were occupied by the German 
troops, Bailléul has but little value. ‘Its 
value lay in the fact that just south cf 
the town there passes the railroad from 
Hazebrouck: to Armentiéres and Lille. 
But some days ago the Germans got well 
astride this railroad through the oc- 
cupation of Merris, southeast of Bailleul. 
Onte this road was crossed, Bailleul 
vanished as a point of any importance. 
Its value was enhanced in the public 
mind by the frequent mention in the 
dispatches of the last few days, as it 
was the centre of many hours of terrific 
fighting. , But an inspection of the gen- 
eral railroad situation in the Flanders 
country will show the relative value of 
the various points in the active battle 
area in their true importance. 

The British lines before Ypres are fed 
principally by the road running from 
Calais to Hazebrouck. This latter place 
is the. most important junction in the 
entire battle area. From it the follow- 
ing roads radiate: One directly north- 
east to Ypres, (this road is still safely 
in British hands, the Germans being over 
five miles from it at the nearest point ;) 
the road to Armentiéres via Merris, (as 
the British are out of Armentiéres and 
are west of Merris, this road is in no 
danger of being cut, as the British re- 
treat is along the line of the railroad 
and not perpendicular to it;) the road 
to Merville along the line of which the 
British retreat is also taking place, al- 
though the Merville junction is in Ger-

man hands, and the road to Givenchy 
by the roundabout route of Bethune, 
(this latter road is for part of ifs 
length perpendicular to the line of re- 
treat, so that it may be cut by the Ger- 
man advance, but if this does occur 
there are two other roads, both of which 
pass through St. Pol, which can be 
used to feed the Givenchy front.) 

There is, therefore, no point in the 
entire battle area between Bethune and 
the North Sea coast which can seriously 
incommode the British as far as trans- 
portation is concerned other than Haze- 
brouck. If the Germans take this centre 
they will not only incommode the Brit- 
ish but will seriously affect, their entire 
position in the Ypres salient. Bailleul 
has no relation to Hazebrouck; it is, 
indeed, well to the east of it. Haze- 
brouck is, however, one of the main 
objectives in this region by reason of its 
relation to the British transportation 
system. It is exceedingly well guarded 
by natural features, the forest of Nieppe 
on the south and the hills on the north, 
the Germans having to pass through a 
narrow neck between these two in order 
to reach it. 

The taking of Wulverghem was more 
important, indeed, than Bailleul. ‘Through 
this enterprise the Germans were able 
to get a foothold on the southern edge of 
the Messines Ridge and to the rear of 
the British main position, between Mes- 
sines and Wytschaete. This enabled 
them to take this position in reverse 
and by a simultaneous attack in front 
forced the British to abandon Wyts- 
chate. 

This, however, appears much more 
serious than it really is. The Messines 
Ridge has been spoken of so often that 
the impression has become current that 
it is merely an isolated position jutting

up out of the plains. This is entirely 
erroneous. To begin with, there is a 
continuous ridge running all the way 
from Messines northward to Passchen- 
daele, and of this ridge what has become 
known as the Messines Ridge is the 
smallest part. Again, west of Messines 
and Wytschaete is the hook shaped 
ridge which was spoken of yesterday. 
This ridge is still absolutely intact ex- 
cept for the very tip. The main ridge 
from Messines to Passchendaele cannot 
be takén in reverse, the Ypres salient it- 
self cannot be destroyed ufittil the shank 
of this hook ridge is occupied. And the 
real danger in the entire Flander situa- 
tion is the forcing in of the Ypres salient 
by which the way to Calais is opened. 

Were the situation about Ypres the 
same as it was before the series of 
British offensives of last year, the fate 
of Ypres might be considered sealed. 
But by taking practically all of the 
Passchendaele sector all danger from 
the north was.eliminated, while on the 
south the ridge from Wytschaete west 
through Kemmel stands as a buttress 
which Germany will find it exceedingly 
costly to take. 

Scuthwest of Wytschaete, about two 
thoveand yards, the British have also 
been forced from the height of Span- 
broekmolen, one of the highest points 
on the Messines Ridge. It is, however, 
but thirty feet higher than the neck of 
high ground which connects Wytschaete 
with Kemmel, so that the German ad- 
vantage through yesterday’s operations 
is by no means overwhelming. In fact, 
the Germans are still fighting in the 
most difficult situation which they have 
yet had to*contend with. Disaster has

Observer at Front Believes Watch-

“Today's news is not s0 good as one 
could wish, but the following viewpoint 
is suggested:

His military career bégan at the age 
of 29, in 1876, when he entered the York 
and Lancaster Regiment. He {fs a vet- 
eran of the Sudan campaign, (1884,) 
Matabele rebellion, (1896,) and the Boer 
war, (1901-02,) from all of which he bore 
away decorations and the honor of 
being mentioned in dispatches.

of laughter, or the remembrance of. 
some moment of great peril in their 
eyes, or passing a salute of the spirit 
to some pal who had just “gone 
west.” They would be telling tragic- 
comic tales of the Way men lived in 
those old days of trench warfare, 
which some of us thought would last 
until the end. 

And in old Bailleul there were little 
shops where we could pass a pleasant 
hour on the way elsewhere, sitting in 
courtyards in the Summer, where 
flowering plants grew up walls, and 
pleasant women waited among cus- 
tomers who became their’ friends. - I 
remember on one day in one such 
place a. group of officers gathered 
around a little girl who was an invalid 


and could not walk, and whose delight 
it was to play tunes on a gramophone 
for these tall soldiers, with mud on 
them, who were very ‘gentle and chiv- 
alrous to this child with her big blue 
eyes and waxen face. 


Always in the Grande Place of Bail- 
leul there were crowds of men. For 
three years and more I saw them 
there in all weathers, with snow on 
their steel hats or the glare of the 
sun, and on days of battle up in Flan- 
ders there was a turbulent pageant 
passing through the square, a pageant 
of guns and wagons and mulés and 
men, with pipes for the Scottish troops 
and brass bands for the HEinglish 
troops. . 

The King came here one day, and 
all the square was lined by fighting 
men of the naval division, and New 
Zealanders and Australians and Scots, 
and on the steps of the Town Hall 
were groups of-army nurses. 

Just outside the city, by an asylum 
for poor old women who had wit 
enough for terror when the shells fell 
near and the sky of night was aflame 
with the lights of war, the British had 
an airdrome. belonging to the Royal 
Naval Air Service, where, in the han- 
gars and pavilions were as jolly a 
set of boys as heart of man could 
hope to meet about the world. I went 
among them many times and listened 
to their queer jargon of air speech, 
which is a different language to us 
earth men, and wondered at the amaz- 


ing courage of these children who 
were great knights errant of the sky 


and great Captains. 

The eriemy used to hate their home 
here, and:came over in the darkness 
and at dawn to drop bombs on their 
sheds, and they told me this sort of 
thing while shaving or in their tubs. 
They always paid him back for such 
behavior with terrible vengeance.

ALLIES PREPARING 
FOR QUICK STROKE 


Hehri Bidou, French Military 
Critic, Indicates That They 
Soon Will Take Offensive. 


BATTLE ONE OF EXHAUSTION 


Rests with Allies, He Asserts, to 


Decide When Foe Has Been 
Sufficlently Worn Down.

PARIS, April 16.—Henri Bidou, who is 


perhaps the soundest of the Paris news- 
paper critics of military affairs, has 
been at the British front for several 
days and sends to his paper, the Journal 
des Débats, the best summary that has 
appeared here on the present position 
of the battle.

‘“‘which began as a diversion, hag re- 
sulted. for the Germans in a success 
sufficiently substantial as to transform 
it tnto a battle of first importance. 
Once the Lys was forced the bathe 
changed its aspect. In place the 
great, smooth plain, the ground takes 
the shape of a broad corridor, inclosed 
between the hills which dominate Bail- 
leul to the north and those dominating 
Lillers to the south. The only advance 
possible to the Germans is through 
that wide corridor, but this in turn is 
subdivided in the centre by the forest 
of Nieppe, which has on the gouth the 
broad passage which leads to Aire and 
on the north a similar passage to Bail- 
leul. 

‘“‘“The British troops stopped the 
enemy definitely on Saturday in the 
centre on the Nieppe Forest front. The 
forest must, therefore, be turned by 
the passages on each side. Of these tlhe 
southern, leading to Aire, is imprac- 
ticable for the enemy, whose left flank is 
closely held at Givenchy by the British 
55th Division. The further passage be- 
tween the forest and the hills above 
Lillers and Aire is a kind of funnel in 
which it would be dangerous ‘to risk en- 
gaging a column of troops. The northern 
passage between the forest and Messines 
plateau is much wider and more prac- 
ticable, and it is here that the enemy 
is trying to force a passage by attacks 
both to the right and left of Bailleul, 
that is to say, at Neuve Eglise and on 
the Meteren streamlet, respectively.” 

The recapture of Neuve Eglise by the 
British on Saturday, Bidou says, had 
the effect of stabilizing the situation 
here, but # must be remembered that 
the Germans have since retaken the 
village. 

“On Sunday,” 


Bidou continues, ‘* the

“This representative of dollar force,”’ 
the article continues, ‘‘ has shown Ger- 
man people that there is no other choice 
but to continue the war until, a vic- 
torious end.

most drastic character. Nobody would 
deny the great emergency and the Gov- 
ernment included Ireland reluctantly 
and only because they were convinced 
that there would be a great sense of in- 
justice and resentment at “the carrying 
out of the measure unless Ireland were 
included. 

Calls It “ Essential War Measure.” 


‘ “The Government, therefore, arrived 
at the conclusion that self-government 
is an essential war measure,’’ he 
went on. 

In regard to the statement made by 
George N. Barnes that the Government 
would carry the bill, Lloyd George said 
that the Government could only use all 
its influence to carry it. If it was not 
carried, those responsible for its failure 
to carry ought in all conscience to ac- 
cept the responsibility for the direction 
of*the war without it. It was impossible 
to face the difficulties in Ireland with- 
out a united country, he said. 

*“*It is impossible,’’ he continued, ‘‘ to 


gecure unity unless every section feels 
that justice has been done, not merely 


by compelling- Irishmen to take a full 
share in the war’s burden, but by se- 
curing to them the principle of self-de- 
termination for which we are fighting 
in every theatre. We entered the war 


for that principie. We have never de- 
rted from it, and hope we shall be 
_able to enforce it at the peace confer- 


ce. 

Hé added that if the Irish members 
were to reject the bill it would be their 
“responsibility. 

Joseph Devlin exclaimed: ‘‘ Now the 
cat is out of the bag.”’ ' 

The Premier added that the Govern- 
ment could not porply have resistance

Dillion Fears “ Another Belgium.” 


In the report stage of the Man Power 
bill, John Dillon, Chairman of the Ir:sh 
Nationalists, moved the omission of the 
Irish clause. and pressed the Govern- 
ment to give its real plans. He recom- 
mended that the Government go to the 
counties of Antrim and Down and try 
to hold conscription meetings. ‘That, he 
said, would open the Government’s eyes. 

Doubtless the giving of home rule 
would produce a great effect, “Mr. Dil- 
2 asserted, but at the present t.me the 

overnment appeared neither able to 
carry on the war successfully nor ac- 
cept’ peace; neither able to govern Ire- 
land nor allow Ireland to govern herself. 

Mr. Dillon said that he had been forty 
years in public life during some of the 
stormiest periods of Irish history, but 
he solemniy warned the Government 
that he had never known anything to 
approach the feeling in Ireland today. If 
conscription were applied, he said, the 
chaos ensu:ng would be appalling, and 
Ireland would be turned into another 
Belgium. . 

John i Clancy, member from 
Dublin County North, in seconding Mr. 
Dillon’s motion, said that a Government 
‘“‘with a record of infamy and defeat 
had not a moral right to arrest even a 
rat in Ireland.” 

Mr. Barnes appealed ‘to Irishmen not 
to ery before they were hurt. He be- 
lieved that home rule might be on the 
statute books before eonscription was 
operative. Indeed, he said, the Govern- 
ment intended f~ secure that if it could 
possibly be doc.

Carson Supports the BIL 


Str Edward Carson said he would con- 
tinue to support the Man-Power bill in 
order to help crush the detestable Ger- 


man militarism, but not because he was 
grateful to the Government. He would 
prefer, anything rather than that all 
civilization should be impeded by the 
victory of the enemy. He said it was 
perfectly clear that no recruits would 
be conscripted in Ireland until a Home 
Rule bill was passed. he Government 
had so pledged themselves, but there 
Was no pledge from the Nationalists. 

Sir Edward said that his own belief 
was that then conscription would be 
more difficult to ig eA than ever be- 
cause there would be an Irish Parlia- 
ment opposed to it. Doubtless he would 
be asked to go over and make things 
smooth. :But it would not be an easy 
job after Ulster had been promised by 
the Government and Parliament that if 
they entere the army, home rule 
would be suspended for the duration of 
the war. 

Nevertheless, Sir Edward hoped that 
Ulster_would support the conscription 
bill. The Government, he added, had 
blundered from the beginning to the 
end on this question in trying to please 
everybody and they wvuuld: succeed in 
pleasing nobody. A :

CANADA TO CALL OUT 
MEN BETWEEN 19 AND 23 


Removes Former Exemptions for 
_ Those Who Are Unmarried— 
To Rush Reinforcements. 


OTTAWA, April 16.—The Canadian 
Government, in an official statement is- 
sued tonight, announced ‘that it had de- 


cided upon measures necessary to obtain 
immediately substantial reinforcements 
for, the Canadian expeditionary force. 
Need for these reinforcements, it was 
asserted, has become imperative because 
of the critical situation which has de- 
veloped on the western front. i, 
Desiring to speed up operation of the 
Military Service act, the Government 
has decided that unmarried men be- 


tween the ages of 20 and. 23 are not in- 
dispensable to agriculture and other es- 
sential industries. They will be’ called 
out first and all exemptions in their 
case abolished. An Order-in-Council has 
been formulated which provides that 
not only are youths of 19 subject to the 
provisions of the Military Service act, 
but also all other youths when they 





reach that age. e order also re- 
moves exemption allowed to officers 
and men who, serving the Canadian ex- 
peditionary force, did not proceed 
further than Great Britain and were 
then returned and discharged. 

The Governmegt announcement stated 
that treaties wére under negotiation 
with foreign Governments, under which 
citizens of such Governments residing in 
Canada might be made liable to mili- 
tary service. : 

The Government is authorized under 
the Military Service Act to raise 100,000 
men. Developments at the front, it was 
stated, would alone decide whether Par- 
liament would be asked to increase that 
number before the House -was_ pro- 
rogued. 

The Minister of Militia is authorized 
to grant exemption in the class called 
to’ young men with relatives at the 
front. This ground alone is recognized 
for exemption. 


IRELAND PROTESTS DRAFT. 


Clergy’ Take Leading Part in Meet- 
ings in 100 Parishes. 


LONDON, April 16.—Meetings to 
protest against conscription -were 
held Monday in 100 parishes in Ire- 
land, all classes of the population 
participating, says a dispatch from 
Dublin to The Times. 
tcok a leading part in all the meet- 
ings. Resolutions of protest ‘are 
pouring in. from public: bodies and 
Sinn Fein clubs are very active.

TWO GERMAN AIRMEN 
EASY PREY FOR OUR MEN 


Mistook American, Field for Their 
Own and Were Brought’ 
Down Handily. - 


WITH THD AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FIRANCE, April 16, (The Associated 
Press.)\~—The two German aviators shot 
down by Lieutenant A. S. Winslow of 
Chicago and Lieutenant Douglas Camp- 
bell of California on Sunday mistook the 
aviation field where they encountered 
the American aviators for a German 
camp. 

Winslow and Campbell were playing 
cards in a shed when they received the 
report that two enemy aviators. were 


about 6,000 feet. The men, who were on 
alert duty, ran on the field, jumped into 
their machines, and mounted into the 
air to repel the invaders. Telling of 
their experiences, Lieutenant Winslow 
said: 

‘* When we got up in the air we saw 
the Germans approaching. Campbell 
icked out one and started for him, and 
atarted for the other. I got onto the 
trail of my man and shot a round ‘of 
machine gun.bullets into the machine. 
He looped around my machine. I 
manoeuvred for position and again 
shot a round at him. His machine 
uivered for an instant, then nosed 
ownward, landing almost intact. I 
circled around to make sure that his 
machine was out of commission, then 
arose te help Campbell, but he had al- 
ready mastered his adversary.”’ 
Campbell’s adversary was -badly 
burned about the face, but will recover. 
Winslow’s opponent was unhurt. Both 
of the enemy airmen were under 25 
years of age. Winslow's captive, who 
had been flying for two years, said.in 
German: ‘‘ Well, the war is over for 
me ’’ when made prisoner by the Ameri- 
can.

Others say he is in Vienna, striving with 
ali his might to hold the monarchy to- 
gether during the next critical days, 
which may be decisive for his house. 

Whatever choice the Emperor makes, 
unless he chooges a man of Czernin’s 
ideals, which 1s unlikely, will meet with 
determined opposition within the. coun- 
try: ‘The Czechs are openly hostile to 
Czernin’s peace policy and to Germany. 
They are seizing this opportunity to at- 
tempt to force upon the Emperor a Min- 
ister friendly to them. 

German Liberal papers have fronically 
remarked that, while the Clemenceau in- 
dictment may not be authentic, never- 
theless the Emperor Charles letter to 
Prince Sixtus shows that it is high time 
for Emperors to be made responsible to 


either Cabinet officers or Parliaments.

Theodor Wolff in the Berliner Tage- 
blatt writing on. Kaiser Charles's letter, 
deals rather severely with the way in 
which the matter has been handled by 
the Austrian Government. He says: 

‘* Naturally Czernin is not a liar, for 
the description he gave -of the conversa- 
tion between Count Revertera and Cap- 
tain Armand differs only in trifles and 
interpretations from the Paris account. 
Naturally also Clémenceau; is not a 
forger, and it is at least not probable

German Press Mystified—<Kuehl- 
mann to Confer in Berlin:

THE HAGUE, April 16.—It is evident 
from the German press that the mys- 
tery of Emperor Charles’s letter Is con- 
sidered not to have been cleared -up, and 
it is asked on all sides why the whole 
letter has not been published. . The 
excuse given that it is a penser letter 
is called insufficient. 

The Vossische Zeitung. argues that, 
however the affair is cleared up it i8 
impossible to believe in the disloyalty of 
Austria, and that the Emperor did not 
even consider the question of disloyalty. 

“The Emperor,’”’ says the paper, 
‘* must have thought of a general peace 
and hoped to trelp Germany, too.’ 

Reviewing the eyents of that period, 
the paper pomts out that: the ruthless 
submarine war had.just begun. 

‘There were thousands of people even 
in the highest circles,’’ it says, ‘‘ who 
believed the wildest things about Amer- 
ica’s intervention. Military. affairs.were 
also not progressing then.” 

The paper further asserts that’ the 
fact that Washington and Vienna were 
still in communication at that period 
was not encouraging. It says that 
Erzberger was in Vienna at the time, 
and alludes to a certain and ‘‘ extraor- 
dinary ’’ message which he delivered at 
a private session of the Centrist Party, 
which led to the famous Reichstag 
peace resolution. The paper says that 
if Bethmann Hollweg had not resigned 
no one knows to what the situation 
might have led. & 

Vorwirts, commenting on Czernin’s 
resignation, says the young Emperor 
hoped to help peace by using his rela- 
tives, but failed. It suggests that a 
politician with more experience might 
have foretold this and says that a re- 
sponsible counselor: would have been 


| useful. 


The paper argues that the latest ut- 
terance of the Austrian Emperor in- 
sures the alliance at least for the length 
of the war, but that it is a mistake to 
build up Germany’s future on the pres- 
ent world political constellation which 
has no secure foundation. True alli- 
ances are founded on sympathies, it 
concludes, ‘but Germany hopes to re- 
main friends with Austria-Hungary. 

The Tageblatt says the Pan Germans 
and all the annexationists from the 
Right and Left have hated Czernin. 
The paper says Czernin’s language was 
not primitive enough, ..nd there was not 
enough ‘“ feste gqriick.’’ (These were 
the words used by the Crown Prince in 
the Reichstag several years ago when 
he supported the military in the famous 
Zabern affair.) It adds that Czernin 
was also too friendly to Wilson for the 
Conservatives. 

An attempt is now being made to dis- 
connect von Kuhlmann’s visit to head- 
quarters with political changes. Von 
Kuhlmann was expected to return to 
Berlin Tuesday night gnd has asked the 


Reichstag party leaders to confer with 


him on questions relating to the East- 
ern peace before leaving for Bucharest.

Federal Food Board. Presses 
Cases Against Those Who 
Mare Fail to State Prices. 


HEAVY FINES ARE LIKELY | t 


New York Clubs Join Hotels in Es- 
tablishing a Wheatless 
Program. 


‘The ‘Federal Food Board began yes- 
terd@y its prosecution of grocers who 
have violated the label rule of the 
Food Administration, which requires 
grocers to label their goods as to grade, 
quality, and price before placing them 
on sale. A dozen cases were heard by 
Magistrate Appleton yesterday, -one of 
thém being a complaint involving a 
branch of the James Butler chain of 
stores at 337 Lenox Avenue. James 
Butler, Jr., appeared as representing 
the defendant in this case. He was 
found ‘guilty of ‘the charge of violating 
the label rule. Sentence was postponed 
until “April 23. 

The most severe penalty inflicted was 
that which Magistrate Appleton: im- 
posed upon Max’ Yadoff, a grocer of 
167 Lenox Avenue. Yadoff denied that 
he had violated the rule, but the testi- 
mony proved the contrary, and Mag- 
istrate Appleton fined him $100, -with’ 
the alternative ‘of spending ten days 
in jail. This is the first penalty in- 
flicted in court in this State for a viola- 
tion of the Food Administration’s label 
rule. ’ 

The. other defendants in court on 
similar charges’“were Morris 8. Levy, 
Samuel Schutzmann,. ‘Joseph .Shapiro, 
F. Turner, Leopol@ Oppenheimer, Har- 
ris Shotlander, Samuel Finkel, Francis 
Gill,“John Tornatori, and Angelo’ Mon- 
tuori. Shapiro, Oppenheimer, and 
Schutzmann pleaded guilty.

DRIED FOODS ON EXHIBITION 


Fruits, Vegetables, Meats, and Fish 
at League for Woman’s Service. 


An exhibition of dehydrated fruits, 
vegetables, meats, chicken, and fish is 
to be given in the building of the Na- 
tional League for Woman’s Service at 
257 Madison Avenue, near Thirty-ninth 
Street, between April 17 and 24, by a 
committee of women headed by Miss N. 
J. White. The object of the exhibition 
is to encourage tne drying of fruits and 
vegetable and other foods by housewives 
as a conservation plan. 

Miss White points} out that conserva- 
tion plans in Germany were.aided great- 
ly by a system of preserving foods by 
drying them.

war there werd 400 public drying plants 
in Germany, and that the need of savin 
all foods and of putting them into sma 
spaces for transportation to the fronts 
caused the establishment of hundreds 
more. The drying of foods eliminates 
waste and allows greater quantities to 
be stored and transported in a small 
space.

Leaders Said to be apoliiee by 
Protests Against Hylan’s 
Secret Methods. 


MATTER BEFORE ALDERMEN 


Democrats and: Republicans Ex- 
pected to Support Resolution 
Offered by- Socialists. . 


NO ACTION BY GOVERNOR 


.8ays Commissioner Has Full Au- 
thority—More Expressions of 
Condemnation. 


Spurred to.activity by the silence of 
Mayor Hylan and by the continuation of 
the Mayor’s Health Department investi- 
gation. behind closed doors, a number of 
@ivic and medical organizations yester- 
day adopted resolutions and issued state- 
ments calling attention to the need for 
the bureaus of the Health Department 
at their: present state of efficiency.. The 
resolutions also urged that public hear- 
ings be held by the Civil Service Com- 
mission and the Commissioner of Ac- 
counts, who are conducting the invest!- 
gation on orders from the Mayor. . 

among the organizations to protest 
was the Public Health Committee of the 
Academy of Medicine, which made pub- 
lc a resolution calling upon “‘ all those 
interested in public health to oppose the 
Gangerous disintegration of the present 
organization.of the Health Department.”’ 

Other organizations that presented the 
importance of the bureaus of the Health 
Department with which they have come 
into contact were the New York State 


Consumers’ League, -of which Jane 
Pincus is Secretary; the Cooper Union 
Forum, and the New -York Child Labor 
Committee, of which Mornay Williams ‘is 
Chairman. 

The day was replete with develop- 
ments. The Socialist Aldermanic dele- 
gation, headed by Alderman Algernon 
Lee, at a meeting of. the board yester- 

‘day, introduced a resolution calling for 
a special Aldermanic committee to. in- 
vestigate the organization and activities 
of the Health Department. The resolu- 
tion set forth that ‘‘ the secrecy which 
attends the investigation now being con- 
ducted by the Municipal Civil Service 
Commission and the Commissioner of 
Accounts renders it impossible for the 
Board of Aldermen and the people of 
New York to Be advised of a matter 
which vitally affects their lawful juris- 
diction under the charter and the ‘wel 
fare of the city’s inhabitants.” 

The resolution was referred to the 
Commit goR, Rules, and it , was: 
serves tien’ the Bale 2nd and cmehe ot of 
the Deriocrats t6ok Interest in the pro- 
posal: It was thought probable at the 
City, Hall; that many Republican and 
some - Democratic members would vote 
with the Socialists on the resolution. 

_ Tammany Feels Alarm. 

Alfred E. Smith, President of the 
Board of Aldermen, returned to town 
after several days’ vacation, and was 
asked if it were true that he would look 
into the Mayor's investigation. . Mr. 
‘Smith replied laughingly that all-he had 
time, to-do was to shake hands, but it 
was said in other quaiters that he views 
with no unfriendly eye the demands of 
medical and .civic bodies that the bu- 
reaus of the Health Departmerit, as at 
present constituted, remain undisturbed. 
It was believed by some political experts 
that certain Tammany members of the 
Board of Aldermen and other influential 
Democrats in various quarters were be- 
coming alarmed at.the_ repercussion 
aroused in the minds of working people 
and the. general public with regard to 
Mayor Hylan’s proposal to abolish the 
seven bureaus of the Health Depart-

Casting their eyes toward the Fall 
election, some. memberg of Tammany 
Hall are beginning to wonder in what 
repute their organization will be for the 
Gubernatorial fight if Mayor Hylan per- 
sists in ‘feconomizing’’ at the expense 
of ‘what, medical authorities and impor- 
tant civic organizations term the city’s 
health*and bodily welfare.

Luctus P. Brown's Record. 


The report that a drive had been 
started against the Food.and Drug Bu- 
reau by the investigators caused non- 
partisan inquirers to look into the rec- 
ord of that department yesterday. Lu- 
cius P. Brown, the director of the Bu- 
reau of Food and Drugs, it was learned, 
came here from Tennessee, where he 
had been State Commissioner of Food 
and Drugs for about five years. He 
obtained his position in the Health’ De- 
partment as. the result of a competitive 
civil service examination in which he 
anid. the list of a dozen competitors in 

In addition to his present place with 

the city, Mr. Brown is also Chairman 
of the Section on Food and Drugs of the 
American Public Health Association, a 
member ofthe Federal Milk Commis- 
sion. and of many other public health 
bodies. 
‘ In the administration of Mayor Mit- 
chel, when Commissioner of Accounts 
Wallstein investigated conditions at the 
Johnson Avenue, Brooklyn, slaughter 
house, following which a number of 
persons were found guilty of bribery, it 
was Mr. ‘Brown who _ requested the 
Health Commissioner to have the Mayor 
make the investigation. As a result of 
Mr. Brown's co-operation, jit was re- 
ported that the evil-doing on the part 
or several persons was uncovered. . 

Mr. Brown has been active in the 
prosecution of fake patent medicine 
manufacturers, and it was said that it 
was due to his efforts that the city’s 
markets have been rid of many quack 
products. The Bureau of Food and 
Drugs attends to cases of'drug addicts 
who apply at the Board of Health for 
relief rather than at the Magistrates’ 
Courts. The bureau is also charged 
with watching all ice cream manufac- 
tories, and the present staff under Mr. 
Brown has perfected a system of in- 
spection ‘of these places. That’ food 
shipments ‘to: this city are clean and 
well. packed is said to be due to the 
pressure fr6m-the Food and Drug Bu- 
reau.. Authorities assert that in this 
respect the New York: City Bureau of 
die and Drugs is ‘a model for other 
cities. 

The bureau inspects all country killed 
meats, and it ‘is. asserted. that its in- 
spection of. slaughter houses. is more 
vigorous than that of the United States 
Bureau of Animal Industry. - 

In: regard. to war activities, the bu- 
feau made surveys fer the Department 
of Agriculture in August! and December, 

1917. Periodical reports ‘are made to 
the Federal: Food Commission. regarding 
the quantity of food:on'sale. -In..addi- 
tion, the. bu apse reports :all violations 
of law to ‘thé Federal Food Administra- 
tion,, which is thus enabled to:carry.on 
its manifold activities. with a small 
force... About 100 violations a day are 
rare to the Federal Food. Contmis-~ 
sion. 

Since ‘Jan. 1, it was said, the bureau 
saved 2,000,000 pounds of food for ani- 
mal consumption and 200,000 pounds of 
food for humans was’ saved in the last 
six months ‘of 1917. 

Other duties of the. bureau include 
control of. the cgg.markct.- milk inspec- 
tion,-surveys’ of waste: and garbage:and 
establishment of women’ 8 war’ canning 
kitchens.

FINLEY HEADS 


PALESTINE MISSION 


Commissioner Leads Red Cross 
Band of Sixty'to Study the 
Needs of the People. 


WILL “ASSIST IN. RELIEF 


Comprehensive Plans Made for Aid 
of Inhabitants Who Have Suf- 
fered Under Turkish Rule. . 


/ 

WASHINGTON, April .16.—A commis- 
sion of about sixty members, headed by 
John H. Finley, Commissioner of Edu- 
cation of New York, is to. be sent to 
Palestine, it was announced today. at 
Red Cross headquarters, to study the 
needs of the people of the Holy Land 
and assist in their relief. 

The Red Cross has made comprehen- 
sive plans for the relief of the people 
of the Holy Land, who for centuries 
have suffered under Turkish rule and 
who'recently were rescued through the 
British conquest of Jerusalem. 

*‘For some time,” said an announce- 
ment, “the American Red Cross has. had 
under consideration the best way to re- 
lieve conditions in Palestine. All re- 
ports indicate that they are peculiarly 
deplorable. Famine and disease have en- 
acted heavy toll. Typhus and cholera 
were and are epidemic. In no part of 
the world into which the war has been 
carried is the condition of the civilian 
population worse than in the land of the 
Bible. 

“Dr. E. St. John Ward of. Spring- 
field, Mass., Professor of Surgery in the 
American University at Beirut, Syria, 
in an exhaustive report submitted a plan 


of relief. The War Council appropriated 
as a beginning. -The work ‘ts 


‘to be done in connection with the British 


Syria and: Palestine Relief Fund: and 
the American Armenian. and Syrian Re- 
lief Committee, which already have been 
come What they could. 

‘““fPhe initial work of the Red Cross 
Commission will establish in Palestine 
four medical units to combat typhus, 
cholera and other diseases.’’

FOCH WILL NOT FAIL HAIG. 

The capture of Baflleul by the Ger- 
mans is not a tragical event for the 
British, but the enemy has occupied 
an important town to which wagon 
roads come in from every direction, 
and which has a station on the Ar- 
mentiéres-Hazebrouck railway. More- 
_ over, from Bailleul runs a highway 

northwest to Caestre, seven miles 
distant, on the Hazebrouck-Ypres 


‘ Hazebrouck. As, a purpose of the 
Germans is to get possession of junc- 
tions on railways that supply the 
British line in the Ypres section, it 
is pertinent to quote a passage from 
Field. Marshal Haia’s report on the 
operations, of his forces from April 
8, 1917, to the conclusion of the 
. Flanders offensive in November of 
that year: 

The positions held by us in the 
Ypres salient since May, 1915, were 
far from satisfactory. They were com- 
pletely overlooked by ‘the enemy. 
Their defense involved a considerable 
strain on the troops occupying them, 
and they were certain to be costly to 
maintain against a séridus attack, in 
which the enemy would enjoy all the 
advantages in observation and in the 
placing of his artillery. Our positions 
would be much improved by the cap- 


and of the high ground which extends 
thence northeastward for some seven 
miles and then trends north through 
Broodseinde and Passchendaele. 
From the British official report is- 
sued last night it appears that the 
Germans have taken Wytschaete, and 
a small town north of Neuve Eglise, 
showing that they are pressing on in 
the northern sector of their offensive. 
In the Flanders offensive of 1917 
the British drove the Germans from 
the Messines-Wytschaete Ridge and 
captured the long Passchendaele 
Ridge north of Ypres. In their drive 


> Mans are not now neglecting the 
first summit. The: possession of 
Wulverghem, closer to the ridge on 
the west, gives the Germans an- 
other base. They had to have it in 
their forward movement, because it 
dominates their right flank, and in 
case of failure to get astride of the 
supply railways and hold them the 
' Germans would have no choice but to} 
retreat east of Armentiéres. They 
cannot be sure of attaining their 
objectives in the Ypres sector, al- 
though they talk boastfully of suc- 
cess. Therefore they were forced to 
fo on assaulting the ridge on their 
right flank, however costly the enter- 
prise might prove. 

The general offensive from the ter- 
rain of the present “ drive” to Mont- 
didier and Noyon in the south is not 
difficult to understand, although the? 
front is more than 100 miles long, 
when the railway centres still in the 
possession of the Allies are noted on 
@ map. The capture of those junc- 
tions is necessary to the German 
plan of isolating the French from 
the British Army, or breaking the 
British Army in two, and putting 
large bodies of the Allies out of the 
campaign, with the Channel ports, 
Boulogne, Calais, and Dunkirk, as 
final objectives. The Germans are 
making a powerful lunge at Amiens 
«because it is the greatest railway 
centre in northwestern France, as 
a base of supply being of the first 
importance to both the French and 
British armies.

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THE WAR AGAINST EXPERTS. 

Tammany’s assault upon “ experts,” 
a little too silly for even a municipal 
campaign, threaténs the safety of the 
community. It is the “ experts” of 
the Health Department who have so 
strikingly diminished the sickness rate 
‘among the children, the children espe- 
cially of poor parents; have reduced 
materially the general death rate, and 
in particular the death rate of chil- 
dren; have made great gains against 
tuberculosis, robbed diphtheria of its 
old terrors, curtailed enormously the 
ravages of cholera infantum, made 
typhoid fever, long 80 common and 80 
dreaded, an Infrequent malady. 

Experts, following or bettering the 
instructions of other experts, have 
made the milk and the water supply 
safe, have protected the health and 
added to the years of the city’s chil- 
dren, of the community. “It is fair 
to assume,” say four of the most /dis- 
tinguished physicians of New York, 
uniting in a protest against the Tam- 
many war on the experts of the 
Health Department, “ that the labors 
“of the New York City Health De- 
“partment have been the principal 
“agency in preventing 65,000 deaths 
“and 650,000 cases of serious illness 
“fn the city” In 1917. That esti- 
mate is founded on the number of 
deaths that would have occurred in 
1917 had the death rate in that year 
been the same as the average rate for 
1888-93, and reckoning ten recoveries 
from grave filnesses for each death. 
Is it because of legal scruple, so nat- 
ural to the tender Tammany con- 
science, is it for the sake of that 
“economy ” which Tammany never 
practices, that the labors, so produc- 


‘tive, so beneficial, so indispensable, of 


the Board of Health are to be inter- 
fered with, checked, lessened? Is 
Tammany to get a few jobs at the ex- 
pense of the public health? 

The public peril which Tammany 
has forgotten in its ignorance or 
scorned in its impudence is too serious 
for the people of New York to contem- 
plate without alarm. Let us remem- 
ber those fortunately few cases of 
cholera brought to this port from 
Hamburg in i892. An imperfect 
quarantine, a neglected isolation or 
disinfection, failure to boil the drink- 
ing water, rigidly to inspect ice, milk,, 
and fruit, might revive among us the 
panic horrors of the great cholera 
years. It is by the abhorred race of 
“ experts ” that we are protected from 
infectious diseases. Yet bacteriology, 
for instance, seems to the engaging 
Hylanians a sort of sorcery, a for- 
bidden art of the “ art,” or science, 
“ artists.” 

The Hylan administration. cannot 
afford to attack the health of the city, 
to invite disease, to kill off babies, to 
put a’bounty on death. That is what 
this assault upon the Health Depart- 
if carried 
through. The Mayor must, as best he 
can, get out of a bad business, of 
which the wiser heads of Tammany 
are weary, which even Socialist Alder- 
men cannot stomach.

It is an ifMmense undertaking to 
place $3,000,000,000 of bonds in the 
hands of small subscribers; neces- 
sarily the process takes time. But 
subscriptions must come ‘in more 
rapidly, otherwise too much will be 
left for those who subscribe in totals 
of millions. - The money advanced to 
the Government for these bonds 
should come #0 far as possible, from 
current eartiings, money that can be 
put aside for the purpose by wage- 
earners and persons of moderate in- 
comes, supplemented by the proceéds 
of loans for which the bonds are used 
as collateral security, which is merely 
a way of pledging income yet to be 
earned. Resort should be had to 
borrowing, however, only when the 
borrower can see his way. clear to 
pay off the loan in regular install- 
ments within a reasonable time. 
From the wages and incomes the peéo-, 
ple are now receiving thé whole loan 
can be taken without serious sacrifice 
and with advantages which every in- 
telligent American who understands 
the objects for which the Allies are 
fighting will perceive.

Within a few weeks, in different 
parts of the country, the work will 
begin of making nominations for a 
new House of Representatives, and it 
will continue through the Summer 
and early Fall, In November we shall 
elect. not. only this. new House, but 
one-third of the Senate. Is it not 
time that American citizens should 
give some thought to the kind of Con- 
gress they are going to elect? With 
the mighty problems that will lie be- 
fore the nation’s lawmakers, problems 
that we cannot even foresee, is it 


nate and elect the members of the 
next Congress in the happy-go-lucky, 
oh - what’s - the - difference way in 
which from time immemorfal we have 
elected their predecessors? 

This time, if never before and never 
again, it is the duty of American citi- 
zens to see that men are nominated 
and elected who are not insignificant 
nobodies. This next Congress should 
have in its membership men of power 
and strength, fit to cope with the 
great tasks that it will have to 
shoulder. Whatever may have been 
our gains in other directions, there 
is no denying that of late years the 
general average of ability in Congress 
has not been increasing, but has been 
steadily lessening. The men who are 
to be elected this time will have a 
share either in the saving of liberty 
from destruction or in the remaking 
of the world after it has been saved.

AUSTRIA’S FINANCES EXPLAIN; 
ITS POLICIES. 

-Austria’s desperate need of recupera- 
tion in its finances attests and explains 
the good faith of its Emperor’s press- 
ure for peace, even at a high price. 
Its debt and its currency have been so 
unmanageable that it suppressed its 
reports from the beginning of the war 
until last December, and presented an 
unbalanced budget to Parliament inh 
September of last year. The Federal 
Reserve Bulletin for April gives the 
best information on this hidden weak- 
ness of Germany’s failing partner. 
The deficit of the most recent Austrian 
budget is 17,975,580,790 crowns, of 
20 cents each nominally. The exhaus- 
tion of resoures is so great that it 
was proposed to cover the deficit by. 
credit operations. But already the 
gold and silver cover for both depos- 
its and currency is only 1.1 per cent., 
having fallen almost to disappearance 
from 63.4 per cent. Even German 
finances are thought to be emmbar- 
rassed, yet Germany’s cover for its 
currency and deposits is 18.3 per cent. 

It would seem cruel and impractica- 
ble to ask further advances from the 
Austro-Hungarian Bank. Already the 
bank has advanced to Austria 9,040,- 


000 it the advances to Hungary are 
included. The bank and the empire 
ure in the same boat, and would seem 
to be solvent or otherwise together, 
according to the fortunes of thé war. 
The alternatives suggested by Aus- 
trian experts are either victory and 
indemnity, or peace followed by a loan 
from the conquérors or neutrals. This 
is the best statement which can be 
made on authority. There are un- 
official reports of Treasury notes be- 
ing outstanding which are not in- 
cluded in the published accounts; and 
which are disbursed at paper values, 
although bearing the promise of pay- 
ment in gold. 

In Vienna a quarter of the popula- 
tion are living on the rations of the 
public kitchens, and the city deficit for 
the year was 37,500,000 crowns. Aus- 
tria’s funded loans number seven, for 
a total of 82,078,000,000 crowns. In 
addition, there are seven Hungarian 
loans for 14,264,000,000 crowns. The 
quality of Germany's benevolence to 
its ally appears from the fact that the 
bareness of the Austrian Treasury 
chest fs due to its belng emptied by 
Germany when it. began making ad- 
vances. At least, that is the sugges- 
tion of the decrease in the Austrian 
gold fund from 1,837,879,000 crowns 
to 264,190,000, accompanied by a sud- 
den bulge in the German gold hold- 
ings. 

The situation in Austria*is worse 
than that in Germany, for reasons 
which do not appear on the face of 
the figures. German industry was of 
@ sort and in a condition to grow un- 
der war demands. The conditions are 
not stable or enduring in Germany, 
but the accounts do reflect a certain 
sort of feverish prosperity. Austria 
financed itself, not by stimulation of 
production, but by pledge of property 
in exchange for currency. Austrian 
banks accordingly hold {lliquid assets, 
which are mortgaged for more than 
they will sell for., That is true éven 
of the existing conditions, and ig still, 
more true of the conditions if the cur- 
rency were to be valued at anything 
like its nominal worth by currency 
reform. - Accordingly, the Austrian 
banks are more concerned in’ main- 
taining the balance of their accounts 
in depreciated currency than in put- 
ting conditions on a more solid basis, 
with the result of collapse in the mar-. 
ket price of their assets. German 
banks hold the State securities which 
they took more or less willingly, but 
the Austrian banks to a considerable 
extent preferred overvalued proper- 
ties to depreciated State obligations 
and currency. Their deposits are 
great, and their accounts nominally 
balance, but the civil servants even 
are petitioning for shoes, clothing, 
food, soap, and other necessaries, 
without which they told the Emperor 
they could not find strength to do 
their work. ‘These are the reasons 
why Austria wants a “ dérhocratic ”

Bilndness. ito be “one of the 
most amazing, 4s it is one of the most 
tragic, of all the facts connected with 
this war,’’ that it was not foreseen by 
the ‘' intellectuals '’—the statesmen, ‘his- 
torians, and philosophers—of the nations 
now allied against Germany. 

He makes exception, among members 
of this class, only of the late Professor 
CraMs, but ‘‘Germany and Bngland’’ 
attracted attention only after Professor 
Caame’s death and after the war had be- 
gun. Lord Satissuar did, indeed, as 
early as 1000, warn his countrymen of 
the German danger. So did Freperice 
Scorr Ottver, ahd, most of all, Lord 
Roserts. Not only were their warnings 
unheeded, but they were all more or less 
sternly rebuked for not taking the com- 
mon view that a great war was impds- 
siblé in modern conditions, and they 
were accused of trying to disturb: an 
otherwise unthreatened peace among na- 
tions. 

Yet, as Professor Hosts says, Germany 
had made no secret of her intentions, 
and her purposes would have been as 
plain to all then as they are now, ex- 
cept for some mysterious Veil that had 
been drawn over the eyes of the very 
men whose business and profession it 
was to know the future from the past 
and to see what is hidden from common 
folk. This fatal blindness Professor 
Hosss ascribes chiefly to the overdevel- 
oped and wrongly developed tendency of 
these men to keep what they called 
‘‘open minds ’—to see both sides. of 
every question vs actually to be proud 
of never reaching a definite decision as 
to which side was wrong and which 
right. Some of the ‘' intellectuals,’’ too, 
had for years been engaged in spreading 
wide the poison of pacifism, and he men- 
tions among the workers at this ignoble 
task Davip Stasr Joaban .and Norman 
ANGSLL as particularly influential in 
corrupting the popular mind. 

Another reason why the war was not 
foreseen could be found im the prevalence 
in circles far too wide of the theory of 
which Christian Science was onlf one, 
though the best-known, because most 
obviously harmful, product. It was the 
theory that undesirable things are cre- 
ated by admitting their possibility, and 
that they can be avoided or prevented 
by denyfng their possibility. There was 
no end of that before the war—and the 
Germans profited by it.

military censors, that it is.‘‘an At- 
lantic port.’’ To this young man the 
immédiate members of his family have 
taken pains, ever since he sailed away, 
to send, or rather to post, three letters 
every week.

Now, it is a fact that of all these let- 
ters, orily one if a month or six weeks

He said that the censor in France, be- 
ing unable to read all of the great num- 
ber of letters passing through his hands, 
aimply destroyed the majority of them, 
but in doing this he had a system—he 
kept a chart and passed upon one letter 
a month for each soldier! 

Though this statement was made in 
perfect sincerity—though the maker un- 
doubtedly believed it, that is—to accept 
it as true is difficult, and one cannot 
but hope that it is false. To conduct 
the censorship in that manner would be 
outrageous—would be nothing less than 
criminal, and certainly it would be quite 
without excuse. If the officers detailed 
to act as censors cannot do the amount 
of work imposed upon them, two reme- 
dies for that situation are conceivable, 
both legitimate. One, and the better if 
practicable, is to increase the humber of 
those officers. The other, to be adopted 
in case of actual need, is to make public 
announcement of the situation with re- 

aspect to mail and of the necessity to 
limit family correspondence to one letter 
a month each way.

Consolation. more cannot be said 
than that they are beginning in a small 
way to take part in the operations at the 
front, nearly 2,000 of our men have lost 
their lives in France, and the total 
‘* casualties,’’ including dead, wounded, 
and missing, number close to twice as 
many.

But already, too, there is accumulating 
evidence that here, as in France and 
England and Italy, these announcements 
are received with something more than 
the grief they necessarily must cause. 
With that grief there is joined the feel- 
ing expressed by the mother of Wrn- 
THROP Ropewat, ‘Corporal in the 165th 
Infantry, to whom had come the cruelest 
of news. As quoted in Tap Trmzs yes- 
terday, when seen at her home in Bast 
Orange, she said: ‘Of course I am 
heartbroken, but I am proud to be the 
mother of @ boy who died for our flag.” 

That is pride in its noblest form. It 
Goes not make bereavement easy to bear, 
but it gives the strength required, for 
the bearing and precious consolation for 
the patriot soul—the consolation known 
only to the patriot soul. Our participa- 
tion in the war is only begun. On days 
that are before us other lists, far longer 
than any yet printed here, will have to 
be read by those at home in defense of 
whom the men abroad are risking and

Major Simmons Tells Colonel 
Roosevelt of Mission Given to 
Him by Sergeant Givens. 


FIRST AMERICAN DECORATED 


Major Saw Archie Roosevelt and 
Says He Will Have No Mark 
Left by Wounds, 


Colonel Roosevelt was visited yester- 
day by Major George W. Bimmmons, Divi- 
sion Manager of thé Southwest District 
of the American Red Cross, just back 
from France. The Major had with him 
the citation and the Croix de Guerre of 
a young noncommissioned officer who is 
known, he said, in the hospital. where 
he is slowly winning back to health as 
the. first American hero. The Colonel 
picked up the decoration and as he 
turned it over he said with pride: ‘‘ And 
my boy has received one like that.” 

The Major said that at one of the hos- 
pitals the surgeon asked him if he 
wanted to see ‘the F. A. H.” 
quiry he was told the initials stood for 
“the firat American hero,” 

Tne wounded soldier told him he 
wanted above all else to havé his mother 
receive his decoration. When the Major 
promised that he would personally do 
this the lad broke down and cried. His 
mother lives in Florance, Ala., and the 
pregentation, Major Simmons says, will 
be made in the largest hall there and 
before the most prominent pérsons who 
can be gathered in it. 

The young hero, he continued, was 
Corporal Homer Givens. At 2 o’clock in 
the morning of Aug. 2 the Corporal with 
séveral other men was in a listening 
post in a shell crater in advance of the 
American lines. There had been heavy 
artillery fire from the Germans when 
they bégan to come over the top.) 
Givens’s companions started back to the 
trenches, but the Corporal did not run. 
H@ turned his gun on the Germans and 
killed three before he was hit and rolled 
back into the shell hole. One German 
Kicked him and remarked ‘‘ dead” as 
he placed his foot on Givens’s chest as: 
a lift to clamber out of the hole. 

Much later in the morning a Second 
Lieutenant and a@ squad came out and 
brought him in. When examined at the 
field ‘hospital it was found that he had 
twenty-three pieces of shrapnel in his 


body. Now tHis number has been re- 
duced to eleven pieces, and it is thought 
he will recover. The wounded soldier 
is confident he wit for he said, ‘‘I am 
goin to wait until f get another chance 
ritz.”” Givens is now_a Sergeant.

Training Schools Unable to ‘Turn 
Out Enough Graduates for 
Army Needs.

Declaring that within two years the 
hospitals of America: would be compelled 
to FEcelve at least 150,000 additional 
patients and that present plans for pro- 
viding an adequate force, of graduate 
nurses to care for them had a 
failure, Dr. 8, 8. Goldwater, Director 
of Mount Sinai Hospital and Chairman 
of the Mayor’s Committee on Hospital 
and Medical Facilities, in' a statement 
yesterday advocated the immediate 
training of a large number of volunteer 
nurses’ aids. His statement follows: 

“The Mayor's Committee on Hospital 
and Medical Facilities recently insti- 
tuted an inquiry to ascertain what 
preparations the hospitals of the eity 
were making to offset the shifting of 
Braduate nurses from civil to military 
practice and to provide against other 
contingencies in the nursing field aris- 
ing out of the war. 

“Bftforts to enlarge the training 
schools have hot yielded substantial ré- 
sults. There seems to be a growing 
conviction that the nursing crisis can 
be met promptly and effectually only 
by thé training of a largé number of 
volunteer nurses’ aids, Hospitals in 
New York City which have undertaken 
this training are Bellevue, Brooklyn, 
German, Mount Sinai, Post-Graduate, 
Presbyterian, Roosevelt, st. Lukes, and 
the Staten Island. Reports from these 
institutions show that a@ total of 411 
aids have completed their theoretical 
and practical training.

Situation Near a. Crisis, 

“There is no doubt,”’ he said, ‘‘ that 
the situation is becoming a crisis where 
nursing is concerned. With the demanitis 
of the army on the hospitala of the 
country we are likely .to find. ourselves 
facing an actual shortage of nurses fn 
spite of the good work done by the 
training schools.

HURRIES TO THE CAPITAL 


Expresses ‘‘Confidence in the 
Achievements of American 
and Allied Armies.” 


PERSHING’S WORK ANIAZING 


Secretary to Adhéfe to Present Plan 
of Giving Out Casualty Lists 
from France. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—Steeled to 
the work ahead of him by personal 
knowledgé of conditions at the battle- 
fronts in BDurope, Secretary Baker re- 
turned to his desk at the War Depart 
ment tonight from his trip abroad, pre- 
pared to concentrate every energy on 
expediting the movement of Ameérican 
fighting men to France. 

The War' Secretary, it is understood, 
is hot inélined to underestimate the peril 
that further Gé nh successes in the 
present onglaught against the allied 
linea might involve.” There is fo doubt, 
however, that he believes adequate 
measures to checkmate the German ef- 
fort will come out of the pooling of all 
allied and American resources under 
command of Gefieral Foch. 

Mr. Baker had little to say for publi- 
cation. Whatever direct information the 
War Secretary may have as to the plans 
of General Foch wilt be for the ear of 
President Wilson alone. 

There have been many reports that 
Mr. Baker went to Burope to urge unifi- 
cation of the allied armies under a sin- 
gle commander. ‘He had no comment to 
make on this point. Officials familiar 
with the citoufistances of his confer- 
ences with the Brittsh and French au- 
thorities and with Generals Bliss and 
Pershing, however, regard it as a most 
fortunate thing that he was on the 
scene when the German blow was 
struck. His presence served to expedite 
greatly the’ decision to. poor allied re- 
sources in men and munitions in order 
to meet the new perli. 

The prompt action of General Per- 
shing in placing his men at General 
Foch’s disposal is known to have met 
with Mr. Baker’s hearty approval. The 
French General made a deep impression 
upon the Secretary, who is known to 
rhare fully President Wilson’s belief 
that viétory can spring only from a 
unified Gommand under such a leader. 


Saw Great Battlefront. 


During his trip Mr. Baker visited 
England, France, and Italy and saw 
the battlefronts all along the line. <As 
he sailed for home, the thunder of the 
British and German guns on_ the 
Picardy battlefront ‘was still in Mr: 


in its opening stages, his party passed 
along the whole British line, covering 
200 miles in two nights and a day of 
motoring. 
. British guns were drumming constantly 
ia their ears a steady, terrible roar of 
destruction that was with them awake 
er sleeping. The German bombard- 
ment was drowned by the nearer tumult 
of the British reply, akhough the shell 
bursts of the enemy joined in the 
chorus. 

Later Mr. Baker saw another phase 
of war. In Italy he visited Venice. He 
found it a deserted city; its streets and 
eanals, flanked by palaces and art 
works of priceless value, were deserted. 
An occasional soldier and here and 
there a lingering civilian were the only 
people of whom the party caught sight. 
Only one store, a lace shop, was 
noted by the party as being open. To 
the few persons who remain in Venice, 
the American Consul has become guide 
and helper. The American Red Cross 
is gering for them throu ph him. 

Mr. Baker sailed for Kurope on an 
American cruiser. He returned on a 
famous liner, formerly German, but now 
an American transport. e trip over 
was rough, but on the way back calm 
weather prevailed, and the only incident 
was a radio call from a burning steam- 
er, which the transport changed her 
course to answer. Otherwise the party 
would have landed twelve hoyfra sooner. 

When he reached France the War Sec- 
retary placed himself in the position of 
an American soldier just arrived at 
the goal of his amhition ‘“‘ over there.”’ 
He wanted to know exactly what prepa- 
rations had been made for the care of 
the men from the time they arrived. He 
knew what the Government was pre- 
paring to do on this side,.but of the 
great matters across the water he had 
only cold official reports or. the inade- 
quate descriptions of returning officers. 

Beginning at _the,debarkation ports, 
Mr. Baker and his party, under the 

uidance of General Persh ne’s officers, 
% llowed the life of an American soldier 
by step until they ar- 
rived in an advanced listening post in 
front of the American lines urnin 
back, the party followed the wound 
men through the dressing stations, over 
the ambulance paths, and into the vast 
network .of American’ hospitals that 
have been erected. There probably 80 
per cent. of all those wounded in action 
will be restored to such an extent that 
they will return to duty. It is only the 
remaining 20 per cent. who will sen 
home to be cared for and re-educat 

by the Government, not to be returned 
to civil life until they are fully able to 
suppo themselves and places have 
béen found for them.

INDIANAPOLIS, April 16.—Dr. Anna 
Howard Shaw said here today, that the 
Government. “had the right to conscript 
women; just: as it had. ommeripiad: men, 
after it had made'them citizens.’ 
“There will then be’ two. Sialeed x 


te | men’s army and a women’s army,” she 


said. ‘“‘ Not until women are organized 
in this way, under governmental author- 
ity, will they reach their maximum ef- 


ficiency in war service, and this timé 


will not come until.the United States is 
in the thick of the fight. 

“The women are eager to help, but 
the work is not yet systematized. There 
are many drives—Liberty Loan, .Red 
Cross, food conservation, and others— 
and into all of them we throw all our 
energies. We shall not be giving sys- 
tematic war service until we are organ- 
ized into an army, as English women 
have been organized, with each woman 
especially trained to do one thing. 

“The great branches in which they 
will be trained, corresponding to artil- 
léry, infantry, &c., in the men’s army, 
I believe, will be munition making, 
telegraphy, including wireless; nursing, 
clerkships, and probably motor driving. 

** Women must do not what they want 
to do, but what they “are” especially 
fitted to do, and they must be trained in 
technical schigols, They wilt do all the 
work around the camps, but they will 
do it as a military organization. . They 
will step into.men’s places in every case 
where youth and brains may be released 
for the men’s army.
